Postmortem of Victims Demonstrates 


Beyond All Doubt That the 
Genuine Yellow Fever Is 
Prevalent at Hamp- 
ton, Va. 


Washington, July 31.—The latest official | 


edvices received up to 8 o’clock tonight 
show a total of thirty-seven cases and 
geven deaths from yellow fever at the 
Soldiers’ home at Hampton, Va. One new 
case occurred at the home today. Thus 
far the disease has been confined to the 
home, but all surrounding towns are ex- 
cited. and a vigorous quarantine is being 
maintained. Dr. Wasdin, 


hospital service, is in charge of affairs at 


Hampton and is working in co-operation 


with the local boards of health. He has 


strengthened the cordon about the town 


of Phoebus, which he reports is in very 


bad sanitary condition. 

The fact that only one new case ap- 
peared today is encouraging to the offi- 
rials here, who are taking every measure 
to prevent a spread of the disease. They 
feel that the fact that the affected locall- 
ty is in the ‘hands of the government and 
under one management will be of great 
value in dealing with the scourge and 
enable Detter results to be obtained than 
where epidemics break out In commercial 
places. “Already & number of inquiries

We Discuss Political Cartography. 

In another .place We present some 
specimens of political cartography 
from The New York Herald, together 
with the explanatory text which ac- 
companies them in their original form. 

The affair is either interesting or fu- 

tile according to.the point of view of 
the reader or the humor or mood in 
which he approaches it. To us it is 
interesting mainly ag representing the 
painstaking industry with which a not 
uninfluential section of the eastern 
press persists in holding wut false 
‘hopes to the small but respectable po- 
litical element which imsists that a 
great party should eschew its convic- 
tions, abolish its desires and change 
the whole course of its plans in order 
to satisfy the demands of those who 
refused point blank to act with the 
democracy three years ago. 

It is hardly worth while to discuss 
the reasonableness of such demands, 
since it must be plain that even those 
who make them, or in whose behalf 
they are made, are perfectly well aware 
of the folly on which they are based. 
We venture to say that there are but 
few gold democrats in the country 
who, when brought face to face with 
the plain question, will not admit that 
it would De suicidal for a party or any 
other organization to lay aside a well- 
defined programme to meet the wishes 
of a minority. Otherwise concessions 
of importance would have to be made 
to sections of a minority, and preserit- 
ly, each indivdual, acting for himself, 
would claim the right and the power 
to dictate. 

Political parties are not held togeth- 
er on such a basis ag that, never have 
been and never will be. The demo- 
cratic organizaticn proposes to. deal 
with all issues ag they arise, basing 
its proposed remedies for evils and its 
declared purpose to protect. and de- 
fend the interests of the ‘people at 
large, on the suggestions of pure dem- 
ocratic doctrine. This is all that it 
ever has done, all that it can do. The 
people must do the rest. If they like 
its proposed remedies, so much the 
better for them; if not, they can do 
as they have done—go farther and 
fare worse. As for the party itself, 
it can only hope that the day will come 
when a majority of the people can be 
brought to take a reasonable and a 
patriotic view of its purposes and in- 
tentions. 

“What Mr. Bryan must have to win,”’ 
says the writer in The Herald, “‘is for- 
ty-nine more votes than his party car- 
ried last fall.” To make matters 
worse, the cartographic artist goes on 
to increase the deficit, until he makes 
it necessary for Mr. Bryan to have 
fifty-eight more electoral votes than 
the democrats carried last fall—though 
it is perfectly well known that neither 
party carried any electoral votes last 
year. “Where are these fifty-eight 
votes to come from?” asks The Herald 
writer with an air of triumph, and he 
concludes: “Evidently Mr. Bryan has a 
large task ahead of him.” 

Certainly; it is no light matter to 
be elected president of the United 
States, even when a candidate has all 


the trusts and monopolies back of him, |

ing accused parties to speedy trial. It 
is*the duty of a lawyer to see that his 
client has a fair and impartial trial, 
but he should not resort to mere tech- 
nicalities and -pretexts to defeat the 
ends of justice or even to delay the 
enforcement of penalties whereby so- 
ciety suffers and the confidence of the 
people in the ability of the courts to 
punish crime is destroyed.” 

In that paragraph of his interview 
the governor undoubtedly strikes one 
of the sources from which mob law 
springs—the delays of the _ oonurts 
through resort to mere technicalities. 
Nobody seeks to take from an accused 
man any of the rights to which he is 
legitimately entitled, but the abuse of 
these rights, their perversion from 
their original intent, does undoubtedly 
at times cause irritation and lead to 
lack of reverence for court methods 
if not for the courts themselves.

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GOVERNOR CANDLER ON 
¢ CRIMES AND MOB LAW 


Governor Candler appeals to the people 
of Georgia—all gocd citizens, black as 
well as white—to join hands and do all 
in their power to prevent crime and put 
an end to mob violence. 

The governor believes that the only 
way to restore a condition of peace and 
tranquillity and to bring an end to the 
lawles#hess that has been manifested in 
different parts of the state is for the 
people to uphold the courts, aid them in 
bringing to speedy justice all criminals, 
and by the strong forée of a virile public 
sentiment, bring punishment to the law- 
breakers of all kinds. ' 

An especial plea is made to the legal 
profession to exert its great influence in 
every community to fhis end, and the 
good which the lawyers can do In expe- 
diting justice in every legitimate way is 
clearly pointed out by Governor Candler 
in an interview Which he gave out yester- 
day. 

Reproach Cast Upon Georgia. 

“‘Reproach has been brought upon the fair 
name of Georgia,” said the governor. 
‘For more than a hundred years Geor- 
gians have merited and maintained, the 
character of a conservative and law-abid- 
ing people. But ef late fearful crimes 
have ‘been committed by lawless men 
within her borders. Robberyyarson, bur- 
glary, assassination, murder and that 
foulest of all crimes, rape, have blurred 
our fair escutcheon. To avenge th:éc 
foul crimes, lynch law, that most dan- 
gerous of all remedies, has been resorted 
to by misguided citizens. The press of 
other parts of thescountry has rung with 
denunciation of our state and our peuple. 
Sensational newspapers have magnified 
the fearful vengéance inflicted upon the 
despollers of female virtue and our pev- 
ple have been denounced as Apaches and 
barbarians. From the mountains to the 
sea, we have trembled for the safety 
of our wives and our daughters because 
of the diabolica] assaults made on pure 
womanhood by black demons who are a 
disgrace to their race; while because of 
the fearful retribution that has been visit- 
ed upon the perpetrators of these fiendish 
assaults, the entire negro race in the 
localities in which they have been made 
have lived in a state of constant terror 
and alarm., 

Must Be Protection for the Women. 

‘The purity of the fair mothers and 
daughters of Georgia must and shall be 
preserved, and at the same time the 
lives and liberties of all of the law-abid- 
ing negroes in Georgia must and shall be 
protected. Arson and burglary and assas- 
sination and robbery and rape must stop, 
and at. the same time lynch law must 
stop. The good of both races and the 
fair name of the state demand this. 

“The ordinary processes of the law are 
amply sufficient to punish all crimes, Our 
judges are pure and incorruptible. Our 
juries are composed of our ‘most intelli- 
gent, upright men, who seldom make mis- 
takes. The mob often makes mistakes 
and the innocent are made to suffer with 
the guilty. It never Knows where to 
stop, but after punishing the guilty. 
drunk with the blood of one victim, it 
thirsts for the blood of another, and of- 
ten sacrifices on the altar of vengeance 
those who are gulltless of any crime. 
Under its rule, the very foundations of 
society are undermined, life and property 
are insecure,/the courts are defied and 
the majesty of the law Is insulted. 

Down with the Mob! 

“We must away with the mob. We 
must re-enthrone the law. We must re- 
store the altar of reason and tear down 
the altar that passion has erected. We 
must do this in the interest of the white 
men of Georgia and in the interest of the 
negroes of Georgia and for the fair name 
of Georgia and to protect the virtue of 
the women of Georgia. 

“Lynch law does not stop arson nor 
murder nor robbery nor rape. This re- 
quires the strong power of the statute 
law, sustained by a healthy, vigorous 
public sentiment.”’ 

To do thts, the governor pointed out, 
all good men of both races must be dili- 
gent in building up such a sentiment to 
sustain the courts of law. All good men 
must denounce crime in all its forms, 
whether it be that of the incendiany, the 
ravisher or the men who kill jn retalia- 
tion for these crimes. 

“The man who lynches the ravisher is 
as guilty in the eyes of God and the law 
as the Pavisher himself,”’ said he. “ ‘Ven- 
geance fs mine, saith the Lord.’ 

Duty: of. Officials. 

“I would appeal,’’ continues Governor 
Candler, “to all. officers of the state, 
civil and military, urging them to remem- 
ber that the dignity and the fair. name 
of Georgia are in their keeping. I would 
appeal .to them to remember that they are 
the guardians of the peace and happi- 
ness of the people of the state. It fa 
their duty to apprehénd and bring to jus- 
tice ail who violate the law. whether it 
be the negro who commits rape or the 
white man who kills him for his crime. 
The grand juries must realize that it is as 
much their duty to ferret out and return 
true bills against members of the mob 
who lynch a murderer as it fs to return 
a true bill against the murderer him- 
self. 


Should Be Speedy Justice. 

"T would appeal especially to the bar to 
bring that potent mfluence which the 
members of the profession exercise in 
every community to the aid of law and 
order, not only by discountenancing mob 
rule. but by aiding the courts and juries 
in bringing accused parties to speedy 
trial. It is the duty of a lawyer to see 
that his client has a fair and impartial 
trial, but he should not resort to mere 
technicalities and pretexts to defeat the 
ends of justice or even to delay the en- 
forcement of penalttes whereby society 
suffers and the confidence of the people in 
the ability of the courts to punish crime 
is destroyed. 

“In bringing about this end,” said the 
governor in conclusion, “I would invoke 
the active, earnest co-operation of all 
good men, white and black, with the 
officers of the law in their efforts to pre- 
vent crime, suppress mob violence and 
bring criminals to justice and to restore 
peace and order and tranquillity to all of 
our people of every race, class and con- 
dition.”’

IN THE PUBLIC EYE. 


Since the recent death in Paris of Gen- 
eral Guzman Blanco, once the supreme 
autocrat of Venezuela, much has appeared 
in the newspapers concerning this extra- 
ordinary man. In some respects General 
Blanco was superior to any of the great 
leaders who have figured upon the stage 
of American events during the past 100 
years; but on. account of utter lack of 
moral scruples he lived to see himself 
execrated by the people whe had once 
honored him. General Blanco was born 
in Caracas, Venezuela, in 1829. His orig- 
inal name was Guzman; but in order to 
distinguish himself in history from his 
father, General Guzman, one of the sec- 
re@fries of General Boliver, he added on 
his mother’s name Blanco. Long before 
reaching mature years he achieved dis- 
tinction on the field, but his career vir- 
tually began in .1846, when revolutionary 
events forced him to the front. Being 
identified with the successful faction, he 
was entrusted with the organization of 
the new government which was set up. 
At this crisis in the affairs of Venezucla 
he was arrayed in opposition to his father, 
but he was not in the least embarrassed 
by reasonsof this fact. In 1868 another 
revolution occurred. General Blanco took 
the field and after repeated victories led 
his 8,000 troops into Caracas on April 27,

1870. Shortly arterwards he was elected 
president. Previous to this, while Gen- 
eral Falcon was president, and he was 
vice president, Guzman Blanco saw the 
road to enormous wealth. He was sent 
by General Falcon in 1568 to, Paris to re- 
ceive $1,000,000 which capitalists were will- 
ing to confide in Venezuelan bonds. Of 
this $1,000,000 Guzman Blanco managed to 
oD¥tain $250,000 for distinguished services. 
Upon his election as president he real- 
ized that his power for making money was 
much greater. Within a comparatively 
brief time he acquired among other hold- 
ings six grand estates in the valley of 
the Aragua. Modesty was not one of the 
traits of General Blanco’s character. On 
the contrary, he was the embodiment of 
vanity itself. When he was in the height 
of his glory he caused to be erected on a 
high hill overlooking Caracas a massive 
bronze statue of himself in which he was 
represented as clad in citizens dress’ with 


his eyes in anxious solicitude resting upon 


Caracas. Here was the inscription on the 
pedestal: 

“THE ILLUSTRIOUS AMERICAN, 

The Pacificator and Regenerator 
of the 
United States of Venezuela, 
GENERAL GUZMAN BLANCO, 
The Gratitude of Caracas. 
1874.’” 

yeneral Blanco caused another memorial 
of like character to be erected in his hon- 
or on the plaza between the university 
and the ecapitol. Both have since suf- 
fered mutilation. This remarkable man 
reigned with absolute power until the 
beginning of 1888. After that Dr. Rojas 
Paul, the president, and the congress be- 
gan to disobey his orders. During his 
era of power Guzman Blafico could only 
occupy the presidential,chair during al- 
ternate terms, owing to the constitution. 
While out of the presidency he went to 
Hurope as minister plenipotentiary to the 
powers, and ruled the government by 
cable. While Guzman Blanco’s power was 
waning he had become infatuated with 
the gayeties of Paris and went there’ to 
reside. He lived in regal style and enter- 
tained on a grand scale. His wealth and 
his magnificent presence made him an in- 
teresting figure In the French capital. He 
wope a beard In the style of Napoleon 
IIE, and facially bore a resemblance to 
that emperor. . :
